ures show one man who did not re- 
spond to a single alarm, while others 
have reported "for duty five out of 20 
tiroes in a month; eight out of 2S, four 
out of 11, seven out of 17, otc. 


Commissioner Salmon said th$s morn- 


ing that In spito'of the facts shown by 
tho figures, all ot tho 11 callmon had 


|'signed tbo letter they 
addressed 
to 


him, protesting against the abolition 
of their positions. 


The commissioner of fire and water 


is very anxious to build un a. depart- 
ment of fire fighters which will have 
efficiency and virility as its foundation. 
He believes that some system similar 
to that in vogue in other places in this 


. country and Europe, whereby a fireman 


is automatically retired from service 
after attaining a 
certain nge, is the 


only way of keeping a department tn 
tlie best possible trim and capable of 
properly 
handling 
any 
emergencies

The present status of the matter 


Is an outgrowth of the world war. 
Flans had ostensibly been .made by the 
railroad for serious consideration of 
the project but with the advent of war 
conditions thcso were la Ed aside and 
the plea of stringent financial obliga- 
tions accentuated by the new demands 
made on the road by the war was ac- 
cepted as a just reason for delay.

however, with the war over and 


tho road about to return lo private 
ownership It is felt that the time Is 
opportune for reconsideration of "the 
matter.

deaths have been recorded as the re- 
sult of the recurrence of

and almost in every instance the indi- 
vidual cases are comparatively light.

In the course 
of the last three months, I have most 
seriously laid before representatives of 
the allied and associated governments, 
10 times In writing and 13 times oral- 
ly, the reasons it was Impossible to 
comply with such a request, no matter 
what the social rank of the accused 
persons might he."
